15 3. Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are directed at 
an optical device for emitting laser beams used in scanner (barcode reader or other optical 
reader) art. The laser semiconductor device is housed within a protective and/or 
insulating package. The package is further comprised of a diaphragm which defines an 

20 aperture for selecting a central portion of the generated laser beam, and only the selected 
portion of the laser beam is propagated through the emission window. The selected light 
beam has a predetermined diffraction pattern, and the unselected beam is obstructed by 
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the housing. Such semiconductor laser diode structure is not disclosed or suggested by 
the cited references.
